WARNEFORD’S FEAT BIG TEAT- 
URE OF TODAY’S WAR NEWS. 


London, June 8.—The achievement 
of Flight Sub-Lieutenant Reginald 
Warneford,: who is variously describ- 
ed as .an» Anglo-Canadian and as 
an Angl&Indian hero, forms the one 
chief’ feature in. today’s morning pap- 
ers, all ofswhich agree that by this 
gallant feat the most anxiously dis- 
cussed question of whether the swift 
aeroplane can hope to deal effectively 
with Germany’s aerial dreadnoughts 
has been conclusively settled. 

Barely 23 years of age, Sub- 
Lieutenant Warneford, who was born 
in India, first joined the British Mer- 
chant service. He came from Canada 
to Hendon five months ago, and 
without any experience in flying join- 
ed the naval air service as a pro- 
bationer. He at once revealed a 
natural aptitude for aviation ‘that, 
was exeeptional. Before long he was 
able to perform tricks that were 
seemingly impossible, all the time 
showing a disregard of danger that 
was remarkable in a beginner.

Submarine inks 
Torpedo Boats 


London, June 10.—Two British tor- 
pedo boats were torpedoed — this 
morning off the east coast of Ming 
land by a German submarine. 

The boats are the No. 10 and tho 
No. 12. Both of them went to the 
hottom. The survivors, +1 in num 
her, have been brought ashore. Tho 
attack took place at a very early 
hour. This information was given 
out by the admiralty today: 


Both were small craft of a type 
that has been superseded, though no 
doubt they have their value for pat- 
rol work, and it is probable that 
they were engaged thus when — tor- 
pedoed by the submarine. The exploit 


is notable chiefly as the first Gernnan | 


submarine success against a Brit’sh 
war vessel in home waters for oa 
long period. No. 10, 225 tons, was 


built in the Thorneyeroft yards in 
1906, and No. 12, 225 tons, was 


built at the Yarrow yards the fol- 
lowing year. Their speed was from 
26 to 27 knots, much greater than 
that. of the subnvarine, and the at- 
tack consequently must have ‘been 
quite without warning.

THE FOREST TENT 
CATERPILLAR 


Devastating Trees in City 


F. C. WHITEHOUSE 
WRITES REGARDING IT 


A few weeks ago BF. C. White- 
house wrote an excellent.  artick 
bearing on the forest tent caterpil- 
lar in the columns of the Advocate, 
and as we think Mr. Whitehouse is 
the best authority on entomalogy in 
this section of Alberta, his words 
bearing on this pest, which is doing 
so much damage to our shade trees, 


should be read canefully and noted 
by the citizens of Red Deer. We 
reproduce Mr. Whitelrouse’s — article 


in full : 

Of the innumerable insect pests of 
the North American continent, the 
Forest Tent Caterpillar holds dis- 


honorable prominence for  ‘‘pestiv- 
eousness.”’ In the orchards of New 
Brunswick, Quebec, Ontario and 


British Columbig it annually causes 
enormous damage in spite of the fact. 
that preventive and remedical meas- 
ures are now widely known—it is of 
not. taken 
that the serious loss occurs. 

Since we have no orchards in this 
Provinee of Alberta, the presence of 
the Forest Tent Caterpillar, and its 
voracious appetite are not so poig 
jnantly brought home to us. It is 
here, howevgr, in unpleasant enough

ave in evausing defoliation .of shade 
trees—particularly the white poplar. 
Since man is doing nothing in this 
\section of the country to check the 
pest, and yet its numbers have not. 
swelled alarmingly to date, it is fair 
argument that it is being approxi: 
mately held in check in the ordinary 
balance of nature. _ To ignore the 
danger, however, on: this hypothesis 
would be living in a fool’s paradise. 
‘for where insect pests are concerned 
it is advisable to meet the devil 
more than half way. If in Ontario 
it can denude, whole forests of leaves 
and stop trains with “its legions, 
under~similarly--favorable--conditions 
for propagation it can do as much 
in Alberta. Let us consider its 
career. : 

Malacosora disstria is a moth of 
the family Lasiocampidae. The _lifo 
history is the usual circle-egg, cater- 
pillar, chrysalis and moth. The eges 
‘are laid in clusters around twigs 
and the caterpillars hatch out short- 
ly after the trees are in full leaf. 
In their eanly days they live in col- 
onies more or less protected hy silk- 
en webs which they spin for theil 
accommodation. They grow rapidly, 
moulting their skin several times. 
The .adult caterpillar is about two 
inches“long. The body is somewhat 
hairy; blue down the sides-with a 
row of whitish spots resembling ex- 
clamation marks down the middle of 
the back. Upon reaching maturity 
the caterpillars spin cocoons and 
turn into chrysalis. In July the 
yellowish cocoons will be sean every- 
where, under the eaves of houses. 
fence rails, etc. The moths: come 
forth early in August—lay their eggs 
and die. 

Happily throughout its life as a 
caterpillar in this district its natur- 
al enemies accomplish invaluable 
destruction. Birds—the flycatchers 
and many other insectivorous Vari 
eties feed upon them in thousands. 
To realize this it is only necessary 
to stand in a white poplar bluff in 
June and watch our friends at work. 

The survivors from the ‘‘feast — of 
birds’ are largely parasited by a 
Tachina fly (somewhat resen bling a 
house-fly—order diptera). he fly 
ays its eges on the caterpillars. 
which, though making cocoons in the 
usual course, do not develop — into 
moths. ‘They have been eaten by tho 
larvae of the fly. , Of several dozen 
caterpillars and new cocoons sent by 
the writer to the Dominion, Mntomo 
lozist, Ottawa, last year for thr 
purpose — of determining this — very 
imatter, nearly 50 per cent, had beon 
destroyed by the parasite. The moths 
of those that had escaped the Tach- 
ina fly emerged in August. This 
year the experiment is to be tried 
again with material from Red Deer, 
‘but several hundred cocoons will be 
forwarded, and kept under obser- 
Vation. 

Besides the natural enemies men- 
tioned above the caterpillans are also 
| parasited by Tehneumon flies (Owler 
Hymenoptera) and are subject to 
‘bacterial and fungous diseases. 

In orchans the pest is eombated 
by destroying the webs of the young 
ieaterpiHars, and spraying the tren 
with poison solution. The latter 
remedy should be used in the case of 
garden shade trees if defoliation 
promises to be serious, but the muass- 
es of young caterpillars should al- 
ways he destroyed when found.

PATRIOTIC FUND 
.-AEAMILY TAXED 


Association Is Carrying Its 
Campaign Into New Fields 


DUTY OF THE HOUR 


Having addressed the Council ol 
the County of Halton on behalf of 
the Canadian Patriotic Fund Associ- 
ation, Mr. H. B. Ames, M.P., honor- 
ary secretary of that organization, 
paused in Toronto before going to 
Whitby to address the Council of 
Ontario County, a few days ago. 
Speaking at the Queen’s Hotel of tha 
campaign now being carried on, he 
said that the association was preach- 
ing the doctrine that those who were 
making profits out of production 
should contribute toward the sup- 
port of the dependents of those who 
had gone to the front. It was point: 
ed out that some places. which had 
mide sacrifices to raise money for 
the Patriotic Fund were yet unable 
to raise enough because they had 
made still greater sacrifices in send- 
ing men to fight for the Empire. 
Such communities, it contended, de- 
served to be assisted, and therefore 
it was asking communities not so 
situated to do a little more than 
support the dependents of soldiers 
from’ their own particular district. 

The Canadian Patriotic Fund 
Association has prepared statistics 
showing that in April it made pay- 
ments to 14,615 ffrrilies, averaging 
$18.71 a family, and aggregating 
$273,423.90. They were divided 
among the provinces as follows : On- 
tario, 4,997 families, at an average 
of $16.82 each, $84,048.20; Quebec, 
3,499 families, $65,415.79 , Manitoba, 
1,557 families, $32,955.13; Saskat- 
chewan, 613 families, $13,565.69 ; 
North Alberta, 744 families, $19,813, 
South Alberta, 683 families, $16,056.- 
49; British Columbia, 784 families, 


‘$14,419.35 ; Nova Scotia, 934 fam 


ilies, $15,132.71; New Brunswick, 
757 fanvilies, $11,570.79 ; Prince Ed- 
ward Island, 47 families, $512. It is 
estimated that the payments for 
May will shown an increase of about 
15 per cent. over those of April, 
owing to the fact that units more 
recently recruited for overseas  ser- 
vice have included more married men 
and more men whose dependents liv- 
ed in Canada than earlier forces. 

The Red Deer branch of this soci- 
ety is now paying out $500 a month 
to families in this district out’ of the 
fund, while the subscriptions, unfor- 
tunately, amount to only $300 a 
month.

Ths sole-head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
etead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency | 4 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and oultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six Months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
hovse worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, sorub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

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CARE OF THE HANDS

If the hands are red and rough they 
they may be made white and soft and 
kept-so With very little care. Rub the 
hands with spirits of camphor thre 
times a day for one week; this will 
harden the outer skin, or cuticle, 
which is really the only portion of 
the skin which suffers from hard 
usage. The next thing to do is to 
rub the hands well with camphor ice 
each night before retiring, and wear 
a pair of kid gloves about two sizes 
too large. Whenever you have occa- 
sion to use the hands in soap and 
water, as soon as through take vine- 
gar and water—half and half— and 
rinse thethands; this counteracts the 
alkali in’the soap, which is the cause 
of redness,and roughness.

Scottish Radium Plant 
Dalvait, on Loch Lomondside, 1s’ the 
home of a new industry in Scotland. 
An old sawmill has been adapted for 
use’ as a factory for the extraction 
of radium °nd other rare metals from 
their ores. 

The promoter of the scheme is Mr. 
John S. MacArthur, a Scottish metal- 
lurgical chemist, whose aitention 
was directed to the problem of radium 
extraction about two years ago, when 
he began to make industrial cx- 
periments, working witb ores from 
which the iranium and vanadium had 
already been extracted.

A PUZZLING PINE. 


Peculiar Treo That Is Something of a 
Mystery to Botanists. 


Upper California is the home of a. 


tree that has puzzled botanists, It is 
a pine which will grow only near the 
seacoast. Its growth is slow, and it 
does not attain to great size. 


The strange thing about it ts that. 


there are, to all appearances, insur- 
mountable difficulties in the way of 
the perpetuation of the species. Some 
specimens of it exist in Kew gardens, 
in London. They have been. carefully 
examined ‘by competent authorities, 
und all admit that the tree presents a 
problem unlike anything elsewhere 
met with. 

This pine produces at regular inter- 
vals the usual cones containing seeds; 
but, strange to say, the cones are so 
thoroughly protected that the seeds 
cannot be Teleased. The cones are 
hatd and tightly closed and have 
strong overlapping scales. 

More extraordinary still 1s the fact 
that the pine, after producing its al- 
most invulnerable cones, keeps them 
hanging on its branches year after 
yenr. Unless through some -pecullar 
aceident the seeds would apparently 
remain attached to the parent tree for- 
ever. Many of the cones on the trees 
in I<ew gardens have been there for 
years, as is shown by the size of the 
branches and the formation of the 
bark. 

It has been found that the seed ves- 
sels which this tree so powerfully re- 
{ain ure so well protected that it re 
quires a strong, knife with the assist- 
ance of a heavy hammer to cut the 
cone into sections. No ordinary con. 
ditions of temperature can make a 
cone open. 

The following is the only explana. 
tion yet offered that seems to have any 
degree of plausibility: The species 
inay be perpetuated by fire.’ One who 


bas studied the: tree asserts that notb 


ing but the interse heat of a forest 
dre could compel the cones to release 
their seeds. It bas been found that 
under the influence of intense heat 
they ¢rack open and the aoe fall 
out uninjured. m !

weeds, the Bulletin proceeds to ex- 
plain, or rather the Seed Commis- 
sioner, Mr. G. H. Clark, does, how 
weeds are introduced and their ex- 
tensive prevalence. They are classi- 
fied according to the length of time 
they live, as annuals, biennials and 
perennials. In eradicating weeds it 
is of importance to know under 
which head théy come. Annuals, it 
1s explained, may be eradicated from 
land, however badly infested it may 
be, through any method by which 
germination is hastened and the 
young plants destroyed before they 
produce seed. Biennials, which re- 
Guire two seasons to complete their 
growth, must be either ploughed o1 
cut. down before they flower. Peren- 
nials are the most troublesome 
owing to the extension and firmness 
of their roots. A single ploughing 
qften does more harm than good by 


breaking up the root-stocks and 
stimulating growth. For shallow- 
rooted perenrfials, infested land 
should be ploughed so lightly that 


the roots are exposed to the sun to 
dry up. For deep-rooted perennials 
ploughing should be as deep as comn- 
veniently possible, the nature of the 
land determining the depth of the 
ploughing. The best time to destroy 
weeds is within two or three days 
after the first pair of leaves has 
formed, on the seedling plant. For 
friable soils the use of the ‘‘weeder’’ 


also satisfactory for. comparatively 
loose soils and is preferred as a weed 
destroyer on firm or clayey land.
